The newness soon wears ofi and the formerly green “Probie” be- 
gins to form views and opinions. 

Her first impression of the school is one of strict order and dis- 

cipline. She is impressed with the largeness of the place and 
wonders if she will ever be able to go about without the assistance of an older 
student. Her next discovery of importance is that the seniors are human beings 
like herself and that they have their failings just the same as any one. About this 
time she begins to have ambitions of her own and to look forward to the time 
when she, too, will be a senior. With this end in view, she begins to criticise the 
seniors and to make various solemn vows that she will not make the supposed mis- 
takes which she imagines the present seniors are making. 

She now looks upon herself as a part of the school. The work which was 
irksome at first now becomes play and she is impressed with the fact that one main 
object of a nurse’s existence is to help prevent disease.

ADVANCEMENT 


N CONNECTION with the San Francisco Hospital School of Nursing there 
has grown up what might, very fittingly, be called a Graduate School 
for Nurses. 

That there is a very definite need for such a school is demonstrated 

by the increasing number of women who are availing themselves of 

this opportunity. 

To the woman who has been out of training for a number of years 

there frequently comes a desire to get in touch with the newer meth- 
ods, or to fit herself for some other line of work than the one in which she has 
been engaged. 

To these women the opportunities of a post graduate course, or better, of a 
graduate school, are priceless. 

There is another group of women who need the knowledge to be obtained in 
such a school: This is the group of nurses who have finished the two years and 
four months of training, required by the law of this state, which is sufficient to 
spend in the work of the average general hospital. These nurses want a three- 
vear course, but they want to devote those precious eight months to work in special 
departments, not to routine medical and surgical work. 

With a breadth of vision and a clarity of thinking on the part of the Director 
of Nursing Education and her Assistants there is being built .up at this hospital a 
graduate school to meet the needs of these two groups. 

After having spent a year here myself, it does not seem at all improbable, that 
the future will find this School playing a very vital part in the progress of the 
nursing profession in San Francisco and on the entire Pacific Coast. 

This hospital has many advantages which fit it in a peculiar manner for just 
such a school. It is a municipal hospital in a large, seaport city, under the man- 
agement of a Board of Health which is alive to public health needs and problems. 
The medical students of both the University of California and Stanford University 
attend bedside clinics here. The very atmosphere of the place is one of teaching. 
With its many departments there is opportunity to get experince in every branch 
of nursing. 

There is the most kindly effort to have each individual student of nursing get 
the work which she personally needs, if she wants class work, there is a splendid 
corps of instructors, and it can be arranged. Indeed it seems as though everything, 
can always be arranged that is for one’s progress. 

Much has been done; but those at the head of this school are dreamers of 
dreams and seers of visions, and it does not stretch one’s imagination to predict a 
great future for the San Francisco Hospital Graduate School of Nursing.

OUR MEDICAL STAFF 


AN FrRANcIscO HospiraL has a one thousand bed capacity to care 
for the sick poor of our city. There are two Medical Serv- 
ices at our Hospital, the Leland Stanford, Jr. University and the 
University of California Services. The Wards are evenly divided 
between the two Universities. Our resident staff consists of first, 
the Resident Physician, who has already served two years at 
the hospital in the capacity of interne and house-oflicer. This 
position is arranged so that it is given to a University of Cali- 

fornia graduate on alternate years and to a Stanford graduate on the intervening 
vears. He is usually appointed on the recommendation of the visiting chiefs of 
the two universities made to the Board of Health. 


Under the Resident Physician are four house officers from each university, 
serving their second year in hospital work. These men are also recommended by 
the hospital staff of their universities, and appointed by the Board of Health. 


Next in order are the internes of the two universities. The University of 
California supplies us with sixteen internes and Stanford University with fifteen. 
These men are also recommended by their universities. The internes have a 
rotating service, spending one month in each ward. They are directly responsible 
to, and are advised by the house-oflicer in charge of their particular ward. 

House-officers do not rotate, but are appointed to special services. Each 
university has a house-officer in Surgery, Gynecology, Obstetrics and Medicine, 
and in Pediatrics and Infectious Diseases. 

Our visiting staff is made up of men from the university faculties, who are 
professors and instructors in the clinical sciences. These men have ultimate con- 
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trol in the care and treatment of the patients. House officers and internes are 
responsible to them. It is the duty of the visiting Doctors to act as teachers to the 
resident staff, and also to see that each patient gets the best possible medical and 
surgical treatment. These men are specialists of experience in their individual 
fields, who, for the love and interest of their profession, give their exceptionally 
well trained services to the poor of our city. 


ADMISSION OF PATIENTS 
All patients are admitted to the hospital through our Social Service Depart- 
ment. This department makes a thorough investigation of both the social and 
financial history of the patient. 
We have, in connection with our admission department, six emergency hos- 
pitals. 


X-RAY DEPARTMENT 


Our X-Ray Department is very modernly equipped, not only for radiograms, 
but also for administering high and low voltage therapy. 


PEDIATRIC DEPARTMENT 


The Pediatric Ward is equipped for thirty-three children. These children are 
distributed into the following divisions: Two ward rooms, where all patients are 
isolated upon admission, a cubicle for nursery infants, a cubicle for boys, a cubicle 
for girls and a cubicle for overflow from any of the preceding divisions. The ward 
being thus divided gives the nurses more orderly training, and makes more efficient 
care of the patients possible. 

There is a large sun porch adjacent to Ward M, which makes it possible to 
administer heliotherapy. 

The education of the children is taken care of, at their bedsides and in a 
well equipped kindergarten, by an enthusiastic teacher appointed by the Board 
of Education. 


OBSTETRICAL DEPARTMENT 


The Obstetrical Ward consists of an ante-partum room, delivery room, two 
nurseries, two ward rooms, and a ward for post-partum cases. 

An integral part of the Obstetrical work is a prenatal clinic which is con- 
ducted each Wednesday, and a postnatal clinic held every Saturday. 


PSYCHOPATHIC DEPARTMENT 


The students of the San Francisco Hospital are very fortunate in having the 
opportunity to receive both theoretical and practical work in psychiatry. AI- 
though our department is small (31 beds) with an average of forty patients per 
month, it is gradually enlarging. A very excellent training is now obtainable. 


DIETETIC DEPARTMENT 


Each student nurse spends two months in the dietetic department. Her time 
is divided evenly between cooking for patients on special diet, weight and quan- 
titative diets, making the modified milk formulas, and making the daily menus for 
all dietotherapeutic cases. Two of the assistant dietitians supervise this work. 

Besides the practical work, each nurse receives about sixty hours of invalid 
cookery, nutrition, and dietotheraphy. 
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Emergency Operating Room 


SURGERY 


N Our SuRGICAL DEPARTMENT is a testimonial of the far-sightedness of 
its designers. Its position and design conform to two requisites of a 
well-built surgery, viz.: it is accessible to the surgical wards and its 
component parts are in convenient relation to each other. 


There are two main operating rooms of the amphitheatre type, 
each with a seating capacity of fifty. Here the surgical clinics are 
held for visiting surgeons, staff and students. With its deep pit and 

steeply inclined tiers of seats, the operating field is clearly visible from all parts 
of the amphitheatre. There are two smaller operating rooms, each with a seating 
capacity of twelve. Four other rooms are devoted to tonsils and specialties and 
one to urology. Five anaesthesia rooms and one recovery room are in use with 
the operating rooms. 


The urological room is equipped with most of the ordinary instruments as well 
as a high frequency apparatus for dessication, fulguration and diathermy. There 
is also an X-ray tube and stand for taking pictures of the urinary tract. 

A feature of the surgery of especial interest to visitors is the emergency operat- 
ing room which has been fitted up with all the elaborate equipment necessary for 
operative procedure, and stands ready for practically instant use. 
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Isolation Hospital 


ISOLATION DEPARTMENT 


The communicable diseases of the city are cared for in the Isolation Depart- 
ment of our hospital. This hospital consists of four wards, two of which are con- 
stantly in use and two ready to be used in case of an epidemic. All types of 
communicable diseases are cared for in this hospital. 


TUBERCULOSIS DEPARTMENT 


The Tuberculosis Department has a capacity of 335 beds. Only pulmonary 
tuberculosis is treated in this hospital. Exceptional work is being carried on 
through the Chest Clinics, in the control of tuberculosis in our City. These 
clinics are directly connected with our Tuberculosis Hospital. 

A new addition of a sixty-bed ward for tubercular children has recently been 
completed. This ward lacks none of the modern conveniences for caring for and 
making children happy. 
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PHARMACY DEPARTMENT 


PHARMACISTS 


FRED S. REAM G. H. NELSON 


The pharmacy of the San Francisco Hospital is a very busy place. It supplies 
medicines, chemicals, and the major part of surgical supplies used in the General 
Hospital Wards, the Operating Rooms, the X-Ray Department, the Tuberculosis 
Department, the Isolation Department and the laboratories connected with the 
hospital. It also fills prescriptions for: 


Patients from the Chest Clinic at Tuberculosis Hospital; 
Indigent cases under the charge of the city physicians; 
Patients from the Clinic at the Central Health office.
